The  following  corrections  should  be  made  to  the  "Alaska  Supplement  to  Draft 
Environmental  Statement,  Roadless  Area  Review  and  Evaluation"  (RARE  II),  Series  No. 
R10-26,  June  1978,  published  by  the  Forest  Service,  Alaska  Region: 


Page  58--In  the  third  complete  paragraph,  last  sentence,  delete  "It  is  possible 
that  ..." 

Page  59--Under  "basic  assumptions"  in  the  second  paragraph,  second  sentence,  add 
"Some  special  interest  groups  have  expressed  interest  in  maintaining  the  option  to 
allow  this  type  of  development  or  exclude  from  classification  small  areas  for  fish 
hatchery  development.    This  is  reflected  in  proposed  legislation  formed  by  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives." 

Page  60--Delete  the  first  paragraph,  and  add  "Fourth,  wilderness  areas  will 
remain  open  to  mineral  entry  until  December  31,  1983.    After  1983,  exploration  and 
development  will  be  limited  to  valid  claims  filed  before  1984." 

Page  60--Delete  the  last  two  sentences  of  the  second  paragraph,  and  add  "Because 
of  unique  climatic  and  safety  requirements,  existing  public  use  cabins  may  remain,  and 
a  limited  number  of  new  cabins  and  shelters  may  be  provided." 

Page  60--Delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph. 

Page  60--In  the  eighth  paragraph,  second  sentence,  delete  "18,"  and  add  "20." 

Page  62--Under  Alternative  C,  delete  the  first  paragraph,  and  add  "Wilderness 
allocation  would  include  14  of  the  20  identified  fish  hatchery  sites.    Eight  of  the  14 
hatchery  sites  have  been  identified  as  possible  selections  by  the  State  of  Alaska 
under  terms  of  the  Alaska  Statehood  Act.    The  six  remaining  sites  would  be  in  non- 
wilderness  areas.    Of  the  48  other  fishery  improvement  projects,  36  would  be  in  wilder- 
ness (5  of  these  sites  are  identified  as  possible  State  selections).    Two  fishery 
improvement  sites  are  in  areas  identified  as  requiring  further  planning  (one  site  is 
identified  as  a  possible  State  selection).    Ten  other  fishery  improvement  projects 
would  be  in  nonwi Iderness  areas." 

Page  63--Delete  the  second  sentence  of  third  paragraph,  and  add  "Wilderness  areas 
will  remain  open  to  mineral  entry  until  December  31,  1983.    After  1983,  exploration  and 
development  would  be  limited  to  valid  claims  filed  before  1984." 


Page  63--Delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  fifth  paragraph,  and  add  "Access  to 
private  lands  is  guaranteed  by  the  Wilderness  Act,  however,  controls  would  be  estab- 
lished to  minimize  impacts  on  the  wilderness." 

Page  64--Delete  the  first  sentence  of  the  fourth  paragraph,  and  add  "Motorized 
access  would  be  controlled  in  parts  of  the  popular  Copper  River  Delta  (Sheridan 
Glacier  and  Copper  River  Wetlands)." 

Page  64--Delete  the  first  paragraph  under  Alternate  D,  and  add  "Nine  of  the  20 
identified  fish  hatchery  sites  would  be  included  in  wilderness.    Four  of  these  nine 
hatchery  sites  have  been  identified  as  possible  selections  by  the  State  of  Alaska  under 
terms  of  the  Alaska  Statehood  Act.    The  rest  would  be  in  nonwilderness.    Of  the  48 
other  fishery  improvement  sites,  25  would  be  in  wilderness  (5  of  these  sites  are  iden- 
tified as  possible  State  selections).    Two  of  the  other  fishery  sites  are  in  the 
further  planning  category  (one  of  the  two  is  identified  as  a  possible  State  selection). 
Twenty-one  other  fishery  improvement  sites  would  be  in  nonwilderness  areas.    In  the 
long  run,  the  number  of  fish  for  commercial  or  sport  use  would  be  increased  if  fishery 
improvement  projects  were  developed." 

Page  65--Delete  the  third  sentence  of  first  paragraph,  and  add  "Existing  cabins 
would  be  maintained  until  their  use  causes  adverse  impacts.    Limited  numbers  of  new 
cabins  or  shelters  may  be  provided  where  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  health 
and  safety." 

Page  65--Delete  the  first  sentence  of  last  paragraph,  and  add  "Private  lands  in 
eastern  Prince  William  Sound  would  generally  be  surrounded  by  wilderness.  Adequate 
access  to  private  lands  is  guaranteed  by  the  Wilderness  Act.    However,  controls  would 
be  established  to  minimize  impacts." 

Page  67--Delete  the  first  paragraph,  and  add  "None  of  the  20  inventoried  fish 
hatchery  sites  in  Prince  William  Sound  would  be  located  in  areas  allocated  to  wilder- 
ness by  this  alternative  (one  has  been  identified  as  a  possible  State  selection),  and 
17  in  nonwilderness  areas.    Of  the  48  other  fishery  improvement  projects  inventoried 
in  Prince  William  Sound,  none  would  be  in  wilderness,  9  would  be  in  areas  allocated 
to  further  planning,  (one  has  been  identified  as  a  possible  State  selection)  and  39 
in  nonwilderness." 

Page  68--In  first  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph,  delete  "18,"  and  add  "20." 

Page  69--Delete  the  fourth  and  fifth  sentences  of  the  second  paragraph,  and  add 
"Ten  public  recreational  cabins  now  in  use  would  be  maintained.    A  limited  number  of 
new  cabins  and  shelters  may  be  provided  where  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public 
health  and  safety.    Snowmobile  and  motorcycle  use  would  be  eliminated  from  most  of  the 
roadless  areas  on  the  Kenai  Peninsula." 

Page  69--Delete  the  third  sentence  in  the  fifth  paragraph,  and  add  "After  1983, 
exploration  and  development  would  be  limited  to  valid  claims." 

Page  69--In  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph,  delete  "restrict,"  and  add 
"concentrate. " 

Page  70--Delete  the  first  paragraph  under  Alternative  H,  and  add  "Seventeen  of  an 
inventoried  20  potential  fish  hatchery  sites  would  be  within  areas  allocated  to  the 
further  planning  category.    Nine  of  the  17  sites  have  been  identified  as  possible 
selections  by  the  State  of  Alaska  under  terms  of  the  Alaska  Statehood  Act.    No  sites 
would  be  within  areas  allocated  to  wilderness,  and  three  would  be  located  in  nonwilder- 
ness areas.    Of  an  inventoried  48  potential  fishery  improvement  projects,  47  would  be 


located  in  the  further  planning  category  (6  of  the  47  are  located  in  areas  of  possible 
State  selections).    None  of  the  improvement  projects  would  be  located  in  wilderness, 
and  one  would  be  located  in  nonwi lderness .    The  development  of  fish  hatcheries  or 
aquaculture  sites  would  enhance  the  long-term  local,  regional,  and  statewide  commercial 
and  sport  fishing  activities." 

Page  72--Delete  the  first  paragraph  under  Alternative  I,  and  add  "Nine  of  the  20 
potential  fish  hatchery  sites  would  be  located  in  wilderness.    Four  of  the  9  sites  have 
been  identified  as  possible  selections  by  the  State  of  Alaska  under  terms  of  the  Alaska 
Statehood  Act.    The  remaining  nine  fish  hatchery  sites  would  be  located  in  nonwilder- 
ness.    Twenty-five  of  the  48  other  fishery  improvement  projects  (steep  passes,  trickle 
dams,  and  so  forth)  would  be  located  in  wilderness  (6  of  the  25  sites  are  located  in 
areas  of  possible  State  selections).    Two  other  fishery  improvement  projects  would  be 
lcoated  in  areas  identified  as  requiring  further  planning.    There  would  be  21  other 
fishery  improvement  projects  located  in  nonwi lderness  areas.    No  fish  hatchery  sites 
would  be  located  in  areas  placed  in  the  further  planning  category." 

Page  72--Delete  the  first  sentence  of  seventh  full  paragraph,  and  add  "Some 
limited  fisheries  improvement  projects  will  likely  be  permitted  in  wilderness." 

Page  72--In  last  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph,  delete  "approximately  half,"  and 
add  "more  than  a  third." 

Page  73--Delete  the  second  sentence  of  the  third  full  paragraph,  and  add  "These 
cabins  would  be  maintained.    Limited  numbers  of  new  cabins  or  shelters  may  be  provided 
where  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  health  or  safety." 

Page  73--Delete  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  sixth  full  paragraph,  and  add  "Wilder- 
ness areas  will  remain  open  to  mineral  entry  until  December  31,  1983.    After  1983, 
exploration  and  development  will  be  limited  to  valid  claims  filed  before  1984." 

Page  74--In  first  sentence  of  the  second  full  paragraph,  delete  "9"  and  "25." 

Page  74--Delete  the  first  paragraph  under  Alternative  J,  and  add  "Twenty  potential 
fish  hatchery  sites  and  48  potential  other  fishery  improvement  sites  (steep  passes, 
trickle  dams,  and  so  forth)  would  be  located  in  wilderness.    Nine  of  the  20  hatchery 
sites  and  6  of  the  improvement  sites  have  been  identified  as  possible  selections  by 
the  State  of  Alaska  under  terms  of  the  Alaska  Statehood  Act.    Opportunities  to  improve 
fish  production  by  projects  on  the  Chugach  National  Forest  would  be  significantly 
reduced.    Because  increased  demands  from  sport  and  commercial  fishing  groups  will 
probably  increase  the  pressure  on  fish  stocks  in  the  future,  the  short-term  effects 
could  be  significant." 

Page  75--Delete  the  second  sentence  in  the  first  full  paragraph,  and  add  "A  signi- 
ficant reduction  in  future  visitor  use  could  be  expected,  since  vehicular  access  would 
be  limited  to  existing  corridors." 

Page  75--Delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  full  paragraph,  and  add  "Existing 
cabins  would  be  maintained.    A  limited  number  of  new  cabins  and  shelters  may  be  pro- 
vided where  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  health  and  safety." 

Page  75-- In  the  fourth  full  paragraph,  delete  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth 
sentences,  and  add  "Wilderness  areas  will  remain  open  to  mineral  entry  until  December 
31,  1983.    After  1983,  exploration  and  development  will  be  limited  to  valid  claims 
filed  before  1984." 
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Page  76 — Delete  the  third  sentence  of  the  first  full  paragraph,  and  add  "By 
eliminating  more  than  half  of  the  potential  fish  hatchery  sites  and  nearly  all  of  the 
48  areas  on  which  other  salmon  habitat  enhancement  programs  might  be  implemented,  the 
prospects  of  increasing  salmon  numbers  through  artificial  means  would  be  greatly 
diminished. " 


Page  76--Delete  the  second  sentence  of  the  second  full  paragraph.
